The terrorists are believed to have 
been responsible for laying a mine 
in the Beit Govrin area which in 
April, 1971 killed four Israeli officers 
travelling in ἃ command car, and 
for the shelling of Jerusalem with 
Katyuahao rockets in December, 1970. 

The Army spokesman announced 
last night that the group had 
operated in the Mount Hebron area 
in 1970 and 1971 and had decided to 
flee Isracl-held territory after the 
search for them had been stepped 
up by security forces, 

The clash on Saturday took place 
several kilometres from the Ab- 
dullah Bridge on the Jordan River. 

The men were found to be in 
possession of Karl Gustav sub- 
machineguns and grenades and 
shortly after their capture security 
forces uncovered a cache of hidden 
arms on the West Bank, which the 
gang had concealed shortly before 
leaving the Hebron district for 
Jericho. 

The five terrorists, aged 19 to 26, 
had been in hiding for nearly two 
years before attempting to escape 
to Jordas. The dead man came from 
Nuba village, while the wounded 
man was from Beit Ummar. The 
three other captured terrorists all 
Mved at Harev village. The three 
villages are within a radius of 10 
kms, from Hebron. 

Ie was learned iast nlght that 
the five had used two of their 
mothers to check the road to Je- 
richo the day before leaving thelr 
hideouta. After the two women re- 
ported that there was no unusual 
military activity on the road, the 
seven hired a taxi and spent Friday 
night in Jericho. 

On Saturday night the men left 
Jericho and atarted out for the 
Jordan rift in an attempt to cross 
into Jordan.

Our Economic Reporter adds: 

The method of taxing new cars will 
be changed during the coming fiscal 
year, but the average tax paid will 
uot be altered. At present two-thirds 
of the levy (customs plus sales tax) 
ts charged by welght, which makes 
small cars cheaper than they would 
otherwise be, and larger vehicles 
more expensive. 

Under the new dispensation, 52.5 
per cent of the tax will be by 
price, and only 47.5 per cent by 
welght. This will Increase the price 
of small cars and decrease the 
price of large ones, compared with 
present levels. 

The purpose is to reduce the dis- 
torting effect of the tax system 
on relative prices, a Government 
economist explained. 


Ja’abari urges 
Lord Caradon 
to mediate

Mayor Sheikh Mohammed Ali 
Ja‘abari of Hebron yesterday 
urged Lord Caradon, Britain's for- 
mer Ambassador to the U.N. to 
mediate between Israel and the 
Arabs.

TEL AVIV. — The City's budget 
for 1978/74 will be IL340m., accord- 
ing to estimates presented to the 
City Council.

Despite the increaze, no rise in 
rates is expected. The City hopes 
to finance as much of the added 
expenditure as possible by increased 
collections on various service fees. 

Mayor Yehoshua Rabinowitz said 
that the significant increase repre- 
sents the general inflationary spiral 
affecting the whole economy. The 
cities, he argued, now have to pay 
far more for services, wages andma- 
tertals.

HAIFA, — The Mediterrancan Sea 
is more polluted and pollution- 
prone than otker bodies of water. 
Its eastern shores, including Is- 
rael, are the most asected, scient- 
ists of the Oceanographic and 
Limnoiogicai Research Company

Its Chie? Sclentist, Dr. Avraham 
Golik. expisined that in eddition to 
pollutoz from ‘ts ow coasts, es- 
pecially the heavily industrialized 
italian and French shores, the Me- 
diterranean aiso served as a ΞΟΣῈ 
of garbage Gump for many of the 
poliutants from the Atlantic Ocean. 
These enter with the surface water, 
through the Straits of Gibraltar, 
sink further down in the Mediter- 
ranean, poliute ii, and only gracuai- 
ly flow cut again through the 
Straits. Due to the prevailing wesi- 
erly weat! the pollutants tend to 
fiow tcwards the eastern shores. 
INVENTORY OF POLLUTANTS 

He urged immediate preparation 
of am inventory of the various po!- 
lutants according to their danger 
to planktoz, and through the food 
char up to fish and firally man. 

He did not advocate “immediete 
drastic steps,” such as forbidding 
the Gispos2i oF 311] wastes into the 
sea. However, dumping of more toxie 
wastes, such 35 mercury compounds, 
should te stopped at once, he sald 

(On Thursday Technion scientists 
announced they had detected con- 
centrations of toxic methyl mercury 
in Haifa Bay fish four times the 
maximum safety limit adopted by 
Israeli and U.S. health authorities. 
Samplings showed that Haifa Bay 
water contained up to 30 times 
more mercury than the world se2 
average, white water from the area 
north of Ahziv contained only one- 
eighth the amount of mercury in 
the bay water — clearly pointing 
to industrial sewage im the Bay 
area as a main source of the pol- 
lution.) 

Mr. Bin-Nun said the company 
has invited Professor Richard Dug- 
Gale, of the University of Washing- 
ton, who is presently engaged in 
sea pollution research in Athens for 
the Greek government, to meet its 
scientists and survey the situation 
along Israel's coasts — the Medi- 
terranean, the Red Sea and Lake 
Kinneret. Professor Dugdale, who 
was accompanied by his associate, 
Dr. Tom Hopkins, a marine physi- 
cist, completed his visit yesterday. 


COMPUTER SIMULATION 

He said he was now concentrating 
en developing computer simulation of 
marine processes, with the aim of 
predicting what effect different kinds 
of pollution would have. He stressed 
that the Mediterranean pollution 
‘was not only a problem of the coun- 
tries bordering ‘i, but of the At- 
lantic countries too. Atlantic pol- 
lutants flow into the Mediterranean, 
and do their damage here. 

“We don't know exactly what and 
how much of {t ts going on. But 
we estimate that there are from 
100 to 1,000 identifiable pollutants 
in the sea, some of them insignificant. 
He sald “exhaustive study" was need- 
ed “to draw up 2 list of 20 com- 
pounds that should be studied for 
their potential danger.” 

While the sea, through its own 
biology can cope with a certain 


amount of pollution, he thought it 
essential that sclentists get e clear 
picture of the limits. Their findings 
should be incorporated into etfective 
international conventions for the 
prevention of sea poilution. 

Be noted thst stepping the flow of 
industria] waste into the sea was 
easier in rich countries, “who can 
take the close-down of a whole tn- 
dustry in its stride.” In a smaller 
country, this may cause ruin. 


As to Israel, he considered the 
problem of ΟἹ spills at the tanker 
terminals in Eilat and Ashdod the 
one most easy to solve, “Experience 
in the U.S. has shown that where 
each loading operation is carefully 
supervised, no ‘accidents’ happen. 
But when nobody looks they do. The 
answer is-very careful supervision 
end stiff fines," 

in Lake Kinneret, he thought, an 
exhaustive study should be made of 
the effects of the Bow of chemicals 
on the lake plankton, which has a 
tendency to Sourish even without 
outside nutrients. In the Mediter- 
ranean the problem was the ex- 
tremely rapid circulation of surface 
and deep «ater, resulting from the 
Sea's hydrodynamic regime. 


“While in the Atlantic, the deep 
water circulation cycle lasts 3,000 
years, In the Mediterranean it is 
completed in 60. Five yeara ago 
scientists established that in ope 
area, surface water sank 1, 
metres within one year, ‘and was Te- 
placed by deep water), ἃ fact that 
until a short time ago seemed in- 
credible to oceanograpners." Prof. 
Dugdale said. 

TAR ON BEACHES 

He noted that the problem of tar 
oa beaches was much more ecute 
here than in Greece, due partly to 
the prevailing westerly winds which 
drive the olf to the western shores, 
ineludin; Israel. The company 
enteatiste said they have estad- 
Lshed that the source of the tar is 
mainly from oil tankers which 
flush out their tanks into the se2, 
300 miles west of Israel, walch 15 
a permitted “bulge disposa! area” by 
existing international conventions.

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116 U.S. PRISONERS FREED 


BY HANOI ARE FLOWN OUT 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines 
(UPI). — The first group of Ameri- 
can prisoners from the Vietnam war 
received a hero's welcome yesterday. 
For one, it was the first taste of 
freedom in more than eight and a 
half years. 

A total of 116 men flew in from 
Hanoi in three medical fights. Near- 
ly seven hours after the first plane 
from North Vietnam arrived, 26 
more P.o.W.g who had ‘heen held 
in South Vietnam arrived at Clark 
Air Force base. Another prisoner, 
a civilian in South Vietnam, got off 
in Saigon where he was hospitalized, 
Pentagon sources said. 

“God bless America,” said a tear- 
ful Navy Capt. Jeremiah Denton, 
the first P.o.W. off the C-141 Star- 
lifter evacuation plane which brought 
the first group 1,450 kms. from 
Hanoi to Clark 

The 27 prisoners heid by the 
Vietcong were released at Loc Ninh, 
South Vietnam, more than 12 hours 
later than expected because of 2 
procedural haggle between members 
of the four-power Joint Mullitary 
Commission (J.M.C.) with 
supervising the release. The P.o.W.s 
first went to Saigon, then took off 
from there for Clark. 

Preliminary medical examination 
of those released in Hanoi indicated 
ΠΟ one required medical treatment 
and detailed physical examinations 
will not begin until they complete a 
rest period today. a hospital spokes- 
man at Clark sald. 

The first group 
of prisoners re- 
leased by Hanol 
included Navy Lt.- 
Cmdr. Everett Al- 
varez, who had 
been a prisoner 
for eight and a 
ΒΩ years: — 
longest of any 
American held 
in North Vietnam.

Asked if they knew of recent 
world news — such as the death of 
President Lyndon Johnson — Com- 
mander Baker replied: “Yes. They 
had some access to newspapers.” 

The 116 P.o.W.s were the first of 
592 prisoners scheduled to go free 
by March 29 under the Paris cease- 
fire agreement. 

Some of the men hobbled as they 
left the planes. Some limped. Three 
were carried in stretchers. But 
most managed a smile and a wave

Kenyans rap Uganda terror 


NAIROBI (AP:. — Kenyan news- 
papers reacted bitterly yesterday to 
the public execution In Uganda of 
12 men convicted ny a military court 
of guerrilla activities and accused 
the military regime of Prestdent Idi 
Amin of perpetuating a reign of 
terror. 


The mass circulation tabloid “Na- 
tion” said not all acts of law- 
Jessness in Uganda have been 
perpetrated by guerrillas. It sald the 
disappearance of Uganda's chief 
justice and the murder of the chief 
magistrate of Kampala “were 
planned and executed by Amin's 
own men,” 


The paper added: “There is a 
large element ef doubt as to whether 
everyone either killed oc sentenced 
to death by military tribunals was 


in fact a guerrilla. The unfair trial 
of the 12 unfortunate Ugandans is 
absolutely indefensible. 

“The exercise of chaining hooded 
men to the trees, watched in silence 
by thousands of relatives and the 
population — men. women and chil- 
dren — Is cowardly, revolting and 
cutrageous." 

The “Bast African Standard” said: 
“The macabre extent of public fear 
ma reign of terror that has fallen 
upon 2 once prosperous country 
is not fully realized. 

“It would be shameless for any- 
body to try to ignore the dreadful 
events in Uganda. The reality of the 
extent of the great blood-bath in 
Uganda, where innumerable 
thousands have perished, compared 
with the terror of the French revolu- 
tion,” the dally said. 


Rhodesia ‘has proof’ that 
Zambians fired on fishermen 


SALISBURY. Rhodesia has 
“positive proof’ that the men who 
fired on a group of white fisher- 
men, killing one and wounding two, 
were Zambian soldiers, a govern- 
ment spokesman said yesterday. 

The spokesman did not give 
detalls of the “positive proof," but 
said Rhodesia has sent an official 
protest note to the Zambian gov- 
ernment. 

Winston Frank Austen, 28, was 
killed a few kilometres downstream 
from Chirundu. Ernest John 
Whittaker, 31, and Raymond Greef, 
25, were injured. 

Greef said yesterday no warning 
shots were directed at the boat from 
Zambia before the attack, and that 
whoever was firing remained hidden. 

In Lusaka yesterday, Zambia ac- 
cused Rhodesia of violating its ter- 
ritory. airspace and waters along 
the Zambezi river border. 

A government spokesman, saying 
that details would be released later, 


added that the violations had been 
committed by Rhodesian and South 
African forces. 

The Zambian government spokes- 
man denied the Rhodesian charge 
of firing on the three fishermen and 
said that Rhodesian forces had fired 
on Zambiaans. 

Zambia's side of the Zambezi river 
was declared a restricted area last 
December, making its use unlawful 
without government authority. 

Zambia's Foreign Minister Elijah 
Mudenda said yesterday that African 
guerrillas fighting in Rhodesla are 
also based there. 

The Rhodesian regime's decision 
to close the border with Zambia was 
based purely on desperation, he said. 

The Foreign Minister was briefing 
the four-man U.N. Security Council 
team which arrived in Lusaka on 
Sunday to assess Zambia's import 
and export needs following Zambia's 
decision not to use the southern 
route through Rhodesia. (OPJ, AP) 


Gaza murder bid

Post that he was driving back to 
Gaza alone after visiting his citrus 
packing plant when his car was hit 
by automatic weapons fire at 8.40 
yesterday morning near the Carnl 
Packing plant south of the city. 

The first burst of fire, from be- 
hind trees in a roadside grove, 
shattered his front windshield. The 
bullets missed him by millimetres, 
he said, but left him with cuts to 
three fingers of his left hand from 
the splintered glass. 

AS Mr. a-Shawa, who was 
unarmed, accelerated to escape, the 
assailants fired another burst, put- 
ting ἃ hole in the side of the car 
towards the rear. He continued 
to Gaza on a side road, where 
police and soldiers who had heard 
the shooting met him and saw that 
he was given first ald. The police 
impounded his car for investiga- 
tion. 

Asked’ whether the assailants 
could have belonged to the same 
group that killed el-Arbiti on Sun- 
day, Mr. Shawa ruled this out on 
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the grounds of his differences with 
el-Arbiti. But he was certain his 
attackers belonged to a Palestinian 
terrorist organization. 

“The so-called Palestine Libera- 
tion Front doesn't want strong men 
in the occupied territories, because 
they know there will be no place 
for the terrorist gangs once the 
Palestinian people are united,” the 
former mayor declared. He said he 
was continuing his public activity 
despite the hate propaganda against 
him issued by terrorist radio 
stations in Egypt and Syria. 

The first assasination attempt 
against Mr. Shawa was on Sep- 
tember 1. while he was 51}}} mayor. 
Three youths armed with pistols 
and a hand-grenade attacked him 
as he was getting out of his car 
in front of his home, but Mr. 
Shawa escaped unharmed after 
struggling briefly with one of the 
assailants. 

Asked whether he would accept 
the mayor's post again if elevtions 
were held and he were chosen, Mr.

Teenage girls ᾿ 
plant bomb 
in Ulster 


BELFAST. — A bomb planted by 
two giris in a shoe store in Bel- 
fast’s clty centre yesterday demo- 
lished the three-story Duilding and 
seriously damaged surrounding” 
premises, The occupants were able 
to flee, however, before the explosion, 
and there were no casualties. 

The bomb was found by a sales 
clerk in the women’s toilet of the 
shop when she became suspicious 
on seeing the two girls, both in 
their late teens, leaving without the 
suitcase one was carrying when 
they arrived. 

The alarm was given, and cus- 
tomers and shop left. 

The explosion followed’ a week- 
end of violence in which two nine- 
year-old girls were hit by stray 
bullets and gunmen in 2 speeding 
car opened up on men standing on 
a Belfast street corner. A school- 
teacher and a girl died in an ex- 
plosion in County Down. Security 
officials said they were members of 
the Irish Republican Army and were 
Killed by their own bomb.

HE Bat-Dor Dance Company 
brings us a mixed bay of styles 
In their latest programme. Mast 
succeasful in choreography and per- 
formance, are Manucl Alum's two 
works, “Palomas” and “Juana," both 
structured In the Meree Cunning- 
ham manner. 

One's first impression is of free 
form, but gradually the patterning 
emerges.

in 1969, she at first agreed to hand 
over for adoption in Israel. But 
after a social welfare worker had 
been appointed by the District Court 
to be an additional guardian over 
the child, as a preliminary step 
to having it adopted, the appellant 
ad second thoughts and withdrew 
her consent to ifs adoption, at the 
game time refusing, however, to 
take the child into her home and 
bring him up with the children of 
her marriage. The child waa trans- 
ferred from one foster home to an- 
other until he at laat found refuge 
with a family which expreased the 
wish to adopt iim. 


The Attorney-General decided to 
apply procedure different from the 
usual for effecting the adoption of 
the child, He divided the proceedings 
Into two stages: first he brought 
an application in the Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Court for a declaratory jude- 
ment to the effect that the chiid's 
parents had abandoned him, which 
would entitle another court to make 
an adoption order without the con- 
sent of the parenta by vitue of 
section 11 of the Adoption of Chil- 
dren Law, 1960: and then, the 
declaratory judgment having been 
obtained, the adoption proceedings 
proper were started, culminating in 
an application to the Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Court on the part of the 
adopting parents for an adoption 
order. 


The Attorney-General's reason for 
applying this two-stage method was 
based on past experience of pros- 
pective adopters who were afraid to 
take on the burden of legal pro- 
ceedings for adopting a child u- 
less assured that the child’s natural 
parents would not object to the 
adoption and drag them into ltiga- 
tion over It. 


The appellant and the child's 
father were invited to attend the 
proceedings in the Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Court but, although the appel- 
lant sent a further objection to the 
adoption in writing, both parents 
failed to put in an appearance. The 
appellant was sent a copy of the 
declaratory judgment to the effect 
that she and the’ child's father had 
abandoned the child, but did not 
react to it. She was not invited 
to attend the hearing of the ap- 
plication for an adoption order. 


After the adoption order was 
given by the Tel Aviv District Court, 
the appellant applied to that court 
to rescind the order on the grounds 
that she had not been invited to 
attend the proceedings and expresa 
an opinion on the matter. The a 
plication was dismissed by the Dis- 
trict Court, and the appellant ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court.

TEL AVIV. — The IL12.2m. pur- 
chase agreement to buy Leyland 
Ashdod was signed yesterday by the 
Elkon-Kremerman group. The Ash- 
dod plant was bought for ¥L6.2m. 
and the Leyland garage in Yahud 
for ILam. The new owners will 
change the name of the plants to 
Automotive Industries Ashdod (MLL.1 
Lid. «Mifaeley Rehev Ashdod 
Mem-Lamed). 

District Court Judge Lowenberg 
confirmed the agreement, and that 
between the Government and British 
Leyland Corporation. British Ley- 
land will pay fim. (ILilm.) to the 
debtors and to Leyland Ashdod, and 
canceled all obligations due it from 
Leyland Ashdod. The Government 
has agreed to continue British Ley- 
land's preferential treatment for 
five years. 

ENLARGE PLANT

T ten past six thig evening

screens to see the latest eplsode 
of "Tarzan." London's National 
Film Theatre — which usually 
devotes a sizable portion of Sts 
programmes to the works of 
obscure Yugosiav and Argenti- 
nian directors — has announced 
@ season of all 40 "Tarzan" 
feature films, and Flamingo 
books have begun to issue 5 new 
edition of the 26 “Tarzan” books 
penned by the Master, Edgar 
Rice Burroughs. His deathless 
prose has already been translat- 
ed into 30 languages, Including 
the tongue of the Prophets, Com- 
le-book versions abound, in- 
cluding a hard-back edition of 
artist Burne Hogarth’sa Laterpret- 
ation recently advertised on the 
expensive inside cover of 'Pub- 
lisher's Weekly." 

The nine-year-old helr to the 
Berlyne millions regularly in- 
vests in both the Hebrew and 
English versions of Tarzan” 
comics, which I borrow on occa- 
sion. After all, I've got a ¢0- 
year head start on him, 


I have to report that the cur- 
rent artist, Joe Kubert, has a 
long way to go before he can 
equal the draughtsmanship of 
his illustrious predecessors, Hal 
Foster and Burne Hogarth. More- 
over, there are certain episodes 
which, a8 an urchin, made no 
impression on me but aow leave 
me with a sense of disquiet.

Once 
upon a time Tarzan was remov- 
ed from irarles throughout 
America folicwing a complaint 
that Tarzan and Jane had had a 
gon out of wedlock, even though 
the complainent hadn't noticed 
that they'd Seen married in "The 
Retum of Tarzan" as long ago 
as 1918. 

Poor old Surroughs was often 
subjected ‘co this sort of crank 
treatment v-hich reached its ze- 
nith when his works were in- 
cluded in the Nazi buraing of 
the books, along with some of 
the best Hterature of the 20th 
century, presumably because the 
Ape Mian once chewed through 
the jugular of a World War 1 
German officer in “Tarzan the 
Untamed.”

There la lUttle doubt that such a 
confrontation with reality would 
only have cramped his style — in 
his first stories he had tigers 
roaming around the African 
jungle, and he never did get 
around to explaining just what 
kind of great apes peopled his 
novels. It’s clear they weren't 
chimps, gorillas or orang-out- 
angs, but this did not stop some 
enterprising author from pub- 
lishing ἃ dictionary of the ape 
language used in “Tarzan.”
